Official Resume of the 


Session, Prepared by J. D. Hunt, B. A., Clerk 
of the Legislative Council, so that 
Everyone can Easily Understand 
Changes Made in Old Acts 
and Scope of New Legisla- 
tion. Keep this Paper 
for Future 
Reference 


The Fifth Session of the Third Legislature 
of the Province of Alberta was opened on 
Thursday, the sixth day of February, 1917, 
by His Honour Lieutenant Governor Brett. 

The Speech from the Throne referred with 
regret to the departure of the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, and to the fitness 
of the appointment as Governor General of 
Canada Of the Duke of Devonshire, who has 
devoted his life and means almost entirely 
to the development of agriculture and the 
inven. of stock. 8 4 

he forecast of legislation included a 
reference to the creation of two constituencies 
at large for the province, the members to 
be elected by the votes of the soldiers and 
nurses in Great Britain and at the front; 
to an increase in the number of agricultural 
schools; to the necessity for providing 
vocational training for returned soldiers 
and for additional hospital accommodation 
throughout the country for the settlers 
otherwise deprived of medical assistance. 
The Speech from the Throne also intimated 
that provision would be made by legislation 
for long time loans on farm property with the 
assistance of the credit of the province 
with the view of rendering possible incr 
production, and also for short term loans 
on co-operative principles, with the assistance 
of municipalities and the government, utiliz- 
ing the ordinary banking facilities of the 
country, for the purpose of meeting the many 
necessities of farm life. 

Nine members who had joined the forces 
were absent on military service overseas, 
one was back for the session after a period 
at the front, and two were not in attendance, 
being engaged in recruiting service at home 

Out of 61 Bills considered 49 were intro- 
duced as Government Bills, relating to public 
matters, and 12 were Private Bills. 


PUBLIC ACTS 


1.—THE ALBERTA FARM LOAN ACT. 


This Act provides for the lending of 
money on first mortgages on farm lands in 
the province up to 40 per cent. of their 
appraised value, calculated on the basis of 
value and productiveness when the improve- 
ments in respect of which the loan is desired 
have been made. The maximum amount 
that can be loaned to any one person is fixed 
at. $5,000.00. 

The borrower must be actually engaged 
in, or intending to be engaged in, agriculture 
stock raising or dairying, and must satisfy 
the board that he has experience and ability 
to carry on the same successfully. 

The rate of interest.charged on loans shall 
be sufficient to pay the interest on the money 
raised for loan purposes by the sale of bonds or 
other securities and the costs of raising the 
money and the expense of conducting the 
business of the board. , 

Every mortgage shall be for the period of 
thirty years and shall provide for the payment 
on the first day of January in each year 
of equal annual instalments of preps 
and interest. so as to repay the loan within 
the period mentioned. Any mo or may 
pay off his mortgage in full after it has rup 
one year upon payment of a bonus equal t 
six months’ interest or after the mortgage 
has run five years without any bonus. Aftei 
the expiration of five years from the date 
of the mortgage the mortgagor shall have thi 
privilege of paying on any interest day on 
account of the mortgage the sum of $25.00 
or any multiple of $25.00. ae 

The loan business shall be administered 
by a Farm Loan Board, to consist of not 
less than three nor more than five persons 
to be known as directors, and the genera] 
management of the affairs of the board shall 
be in the hands of a Commissioner of Farn 
Loans, who shall devote all his time to thc 
performance of the duties of his office. The 
commissioner and the directors of the board 
shall be appointed and their remuneration 
fixed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council 

The board has power to employ suct 
persons as may be required for the trans- 
action of its business and may fix theb 
remuneration, All salaries payenye and 
expenses incurred on account of or by thie 
board in connection with 
business shall be paid out of the funds of 
the board. ; 

Where loans are required for the making 
of improvements advances may be made 
by instalments as the work progresses, but 
in no case shall the advance on account of 
a loan for improvements exceed the pro- 

rtion which the work done at any time 
pee to the entire work undertaken. 

All mortgages and other documents of 
every kind and description required in the 
working of the Act, including all notices, 
may be prepared by the commissioner or 
by any person authorized in writing by him, 
and such fees may be collected therefor ase 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council may 
prescribe, : 

The sum of $10,000.00 is appropriated for 
the purpose of the organization of the board 
and the putting into effect of the Act, — 

The net amount of securities outstanding 
at any one time in connection with farm 
loans shall not exceed ten million dollars 
without further legislative authority. ; 

Ample provision is made for the keeping 
of proper books and records, for the auditing 
of same and for annual returns and state- 
ments to be furnished to the Provincial 
Treasurer, who shall present them to the 
Legislative Assembly within fifteen days 
after their receipt if the Legislature is in 
session, and if the ture is not in 
session then within days from the 
commencement of the next ensuing session.

CREDIT ACT.

The secretary-treasurer presents the 
application and statement to the directors 
at their next, meeting. 

(3) The directors approve same in whole 
or in part on such terms as to securities as 
they deem proper, being empowered to take 
any form of security necessary to protect 
fully the interests of the society. 

(4) When the loan is arra’ for with the 
society the secretary-treasurer gives a copy 
of the approved application to the lender, 
who takes the borrower’s note in accordance 
with the terms agreed on with the society 
The society endorses the note and the 
borrower gets the money. 


Where a subscriber obtains money with 
which to purchase animals, machinery, goods 
or other chattels of any kind he must give 
a signed written description of same, on 
form furnished, to the secretary-treasurer 
within ten days after the purcliase, The 
secretary-treasurer files a certificate con- 
taining particulars of the loan and of the 
security in the proper registration district 
and until the loan is repaid the society holds 
a lien on the animals or machinery so pur- 
chased and may take possession of the same 
in case of default or neglect. or other breach 
of the provisions of this Act. 


The profits of the society coming from 
the share of interest obtained, or otherwise, 
shall be applied: 

(a) In payment of the necessary expenses 
of the society; 
(b) In payment of a dividend on the 
paid-up stock of not more than 6% 
er annum; 
(c) fh accumulating a reserve. 

The annual meeting of the socicty shall 
be held between the first day of January 
and the first day-of March in each year,

_ This petition must be sent to the Pro- 
vincial. Treasurer with a request for the 
government guarantee. At the same time 
a request should be made to the council of 
any municipality interested for a municipal 
guarantee. If two or more municipalities 
are interested each may guarantee an equal 
proportion of the amount. Councils may 
give guarantees without submitting the 
question to the vote of the ratepayers unless 
required to do so by the Lieutenant Governor 
in Council. The form and manner of the 
municipal guarantee shall be determined 
by the council and approved by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor in Council. 


If the petition is in order and approved 
by the Lieutenant Governor in Council a 
copy of the Order in Council so approving 
is filed with the Registrar of Joint Stock Com- 
panies, who issues a certificate of registration 
and publishes a notice of same in The Alberta 
Gazette. Upon receipt of the certificate of 
registration and notice of publication in the 
Gazette and report of the willingness of 
the government and municipality or muni- 
cipalities to give guarantees the provisional’ 
directors shall call a meeting of all the 
subscribers for the Epes of electing four 
directors who sh e the subscribers’ 
representatives on the board of directors of 
the society. 

As soon as these four directors have been 
elected the acting secretary-treasurer shall 
notify the Provincial Treasurer and the 
secretary of each municipality giving a 
guarantee, and as soon as possible therestter 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council and the 
council of a municipality shall appoint two 
directors each to the said board, or in the 
case or two or more municipalities joining 
in the guarantee each municipality shall 
appoint one director. 

n receipt of the names of all the directors 
the acting secretary-treasurer shall call a 
meeting of the directors for the purpose of 
electing officers and completing the organ- 
ization of the society. 

The officers shall consist of a president, 
a vice-president and a_secretary-treasurer, 
The names of all the officers and directors 
shall be sent to the Provincial Treasurer 
and to the secretary of each guaranteein, 
municipality. From and after the date o 
the election of officers the society shall be 
a body corporate and politic and shall be 
entitled to carry on business and to exercise 
all the powers. conferred by the Act. 

No officer or director except the secretary- 
treasurer shall be paid any salary or fee by 
the sotely other than actual expenses in- 
curred while attending meetings of the 
board or otherwise transacting the business 
of the society. 

The directors are given power to make 
by-laws to regulate the transaction of the 
business of the society, but such by-laws 
shall be subject to the vote of the share 
holders at a general meeting called for the 
urpose of considering same, or shall have force 
only until the next annual meeting of the 
shareholders unless confirmed thereat. 

It shall be the duty of the directors to 
arrange with any chartered bank, financial] 
corporation, firm or person, Called the lender, 
for loans to the members of the society 
for any or all of the following purposes: 


(a) The purchase of seed, feed and other 
farm supplies; 

(6) The purchase of implements and 
padhscnany ; 

(¢) The purchase of cows, horses, sheep 
and other live stock; 

(d) The payment of the cost of preparing 
for cultivation and of carrying on 
the season’s operations, 


The society is also empowered to act. as 
agent for the members in purchasing any 
article or commodity required and ‘in selling 
any products produced by them. 


Borrowers must repay all loans not later 
than the thirty-first day of January next 
after receiving the same,-except in case 
where the loan was granted for purposes not 
fully productive within one year, in which 
event one renewal for one year or less may be 
taken for the whole or any portion of the 
amount. 

The rate of interest in every case shall be 
that agreed upon between the society and the 
lender, and out of the interest an amount 
sufficient to provide a fund estimated to 
cover the cost of administration of the 
society, including a reserve fund, be 
paid to the society by the lender as soon 
as the principal sum of the loan and all 
interest thereon have been paid. 

The procedure for obtaining a loan is ae 
follows:

Provision is made whereby a shareholder 
may retire from a society on complying 
with certain requirements, and the Act 
also eo for the dissolution and winding 
up of a society. 

The Lieutenant Governor in Council has 
power to appoint a supervisor of co-operative 
oredit societies and such inspectors, assistants 
and clerical assistance as may be necessary 
and to define the duties and to provide for 
the payment of such employees. 

There is also provision in the Act for the 
manner of keeping the books, for an audit 
by the Provincial Auditor at least once a 
year and for an annual financial report to 
the Provincial Treasurer to be laid before the 
Legislative Assembly. 


3.—-THE LIVE STOCK ENCOURAGE- 
MENT ACT, 


.. Any five or more persons engaged in prac- 
tical farming in the province may jointly 
apply to the Live Stock Commissioner for 
a loan not to exceed $500.00 each for the 
purpose of buying cows and heifers. Any 
person who has obtained a homestead entry 
under the provisions of The Dominion 
Lands Act is eligible as a._member, and if 
he signs a note before he is of age the Act 
makes him liable the same as if\he were of 
age at the time of signing. 

The five or more signing the/application 
are called an association. 

The application shall be in writifig and shall 
state the amount the association desires for 
each purchaser and the kind of live stock 
each intends to purchase. Thé choice of 
stock shall be confined to cows and heifers, 
except that a portion of the loan, not to 
exceed 10 per cent. may be used by one 
or more members for the joint purchase of 
a pure bred bull. 

the commissioner decides, after inquiry, 
that the association is one that should receive 
financial assistance under the Act he shall 
notify the lender, stating the maximum of the 
ne to be given, which shall not exceed 

.00 for each member, and the proportion 
of the proposed loan each individual member 
is to receive. It is not necessary that’ each 
lender shall receive the same amount. 

The lender then takes from the association 
the joint and several note of the members 
for the total amount to be advanced to all 
the members, as approved by the com- 
missioner, for a period not exceeding five 
years with interest at not more than 6% 
per annum payable yearly. 

The lender also collects from each pur- 
chaser a fee of $1.00 for each $100.00 of his 
portion of the loan to be borrowed, which 
amount is sent to the commissioner to cover 
a necessary expense connected with the 
loan. 

The lender sends the note of the associa- 
tion to the commissioner and he it 
on to the Provincial Treasurer, who guar- 
antees to the lender, on behalf of the proyince, 
the payment of the note and interest and then 
returns the note to the lender. 

Upon receipt of the joint and_ several 
note of all the members, guaranteed by the 
Province, the lender deposits in some charter- 
ed bank to the joint credit of the borrower 
and the Live Stock Commissioner the 
portion of the loan to which each member ir 
entitled. 


The borrower then goes out and buys at 
a reasonable price and with the approval of 
the commissioner live stock of the kind 
mentioned in his application, The live 
stock so~purchased be branded with a 
brand recorded in the name of the Depart- 
ment in the right of the provinee, and al) 
the offspring of all cows and heifers purchased 
under the provisions of the Act, and in like 
manner all the offspring of the female off- 
spring of the same and in like manner any 
further offspring shall from time to time be 
branded with said brand. 


As soon as the commissioner is satisfied 
that the provisions of the Act have been 
complied with he shall join with the aser 
in paying out by cheque from the bank 
account the purchase price of the stock so 
purchased, 


No execution, distraint, attachment or 
garnishee shall be of any forve or effect

It shall be the duty of the commissioner 
to keep a proper set of books and accounts 
containing a record of all financial transactions 
under this Act, together with a record of 
all stock purchased and such other records 
and information as the Minister may direct 


In case the commissioner for any reason 
considers that the borrower is not properly 
caring for the stock purchased, or that he 
has violated the provisions of the Act, or 
if the borrower has made default im payment 
of his fair proportion of the note given by 
the association, or the interest thereon, 
he shall have the right and power to take 
possession of all the cattle belonging to 
the borrower--acquired under the Act, 
including all offspring, and to dispose o 
same by private or public sale and to apply 
the net proceeds in payment or part payment 
of the said note, and if said proceeds do not 
amount to sufficient to pay the said borrower's 
fair proportion of said note the commissioner 
may bring action against the borrower for 
the balance of his fair proportion of said note 
or for such larger amount, not exceeding the 
amount of said note, as he considers advisable, 
and may recover judgment for same. 


If, however, the borrower has paid his 
fair gee of said note the commissioner 
shall, i apa collect. his fair proportion 
from each of the other borrowers who have 
not paid their fair proportions. Failing to 
thus collect, the commissioner may take 
possession of any cattle of any borrower 
acquired under the Act and may sell and 
dispose of same, or a sufficient portion thereof 
to pay the balance of the said note, provided 
that he shall, as far as possible, collect from 
each his fair proportion of the debt. 


4..-AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
LIQUOR ACT. 


A number of amendments were made to 
The Liquor Act with a view to making 
certain provisions more definite and to make 
the Act generally more workable. 

The expression “sale” is made to include 
an agreement to sell as well as a sale, and 
the expression ‘permit drunkenness to 
take place” is defined to mean and include 
permitting a drunken person to be on the 
premises. 

Dentists and veterinary surgeons are 
required to file monthly statements giving 
the name and address of every person to 
whom or on whose account liquor has been 
supplied with date and quantity, the same 
as the original Act requires of vendors, 
druggists and physicians. 

hemists and druggists are allowed to 
have and sell for medicinal purposes any 
combination of alcohol with any other 
liquid prepared according to any formula 
approved by the Lieutenant Governor in 

uncil, 

The quantity of liquor that may be law- 
fully kept in a private dwelling house is 
limited as follows: 

“No person within the Province of Alberta 
shall have or keep in his private dwelling 
house a quantity of liquor exceeding one 
quart of spirituous liquor and two gallons 
of malt liquor.” 

Where a person residing outside of the 
radius of express delivery sends for liquor 
to be brought in by express he, or a member 
of his family residing with him, may carry 
thé quantity of liquor allowed him by the Act 
from the express office to his private dwelling. 

Liquor warehouses for export sale are 
done away with. 

The penalties for selling or for having for 
sale or offering for sale any liquor are sub- 
stantially increased, and imprisonment in 
default of payment of fine carries hard labour 
with it. 

New provisions are added to the Act as 
follows: Everyone is guilty of an offence 
against the Act who— 

(a) Actually eomunits it; 
Does or omits any act for the pur- 
pose of aiding any person to commit 
the offence; 

(c) Abets any person in commission of 
the offence; or 

(d) Counsels or procures any person to 
commit the offence. 

Authority is given for the inspection by 
the Provincial Police of the freight and express 
books of railway and express companies 
doing business in the province for the purpose 
of obtaining information regarding the 
importation of liquors. 

n case a person is found upon a street, 
highway or in any public place in an intoxicat- 
ed condition he may be prosecuted for such 
offence, and if he refuses to tell the name of 
the person from whom and the place where he 
obtained the liquor which caused the intoxi- 
cation he is liable to imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding three months. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to can- 
vass for, receive, take or solicit orders for the 
purchase or sale of any intoxicating liquor 
or to act as agent for the purchase or sale 
of same. 2 

It shall be unlawful for any person to dis- 
tribute, publish or display any advertisement 
sign, circular, letter, poster, handbill, ¢ 
or price list, naming, representing, de- 
scribing or referring to any intoxicating 
liquor or the quality or qualities thereof 
or giving the name or address of any person 
manufacturing or dealing in intoxicating 
liquor, or stating where such liquor may be 
obtained. 

Full provision is made in the amendments 
for entry and search where there is reason- 
able ground to believe that liquor is being 
kept for sale or disposal contrary to the Act. 

Tr it appears to the magistrate that liquor 
was consigned to some person in a fictitious 
name or was shipped as other goods or was 
covered or concealed in such a manner as 
to render discovery of the nature of the 
contents of the vessel, cask or package, 
in which the same was contained more 
difficult, it shall be prima facie evidence 
that the liquor was intended to be sold or 
kept for sale in contravention of the Act. 

n any prosecution under the Act the 

production by a police officer of a certificate 
or report of a Dominion or Provincial analyst 
as to the ingredients of any liquor or other 
fluid shall * conclusive evidence of the 
facts stated in such 
without any proof 
signature. 
» No proceedings shall be taken to quash 
any conviction under the Act unless the 
party applying shall produce to the judge 
to whom the application is made an affidavit 
that he did not by himself or by his agent, 
servant or employee or by any other person 
commit the offence for which he has been 
convicted. This is intended to prevent 
applications to quash convictions on technical 
grounds only, 

The amendments come into force on July 
let, 1917. 


5.—-THE ALBERTA PROVINCIAL 
POLICE ACT. 


The withdrawal by the Dominion Govern- 


ment of the Mounted Police’ rendered 
necessary the establishment of a provincial 


police force.

The Act places this force under the control 
and management of a Board of Commissioners 
consisting of three members 


The board has the appointment of a 
superintendent, an assistant superintendent, 
inspectors, special constables and constables, 
not exceeding 150 in number, and is author- 
ized to employ such other persons and to 
fo all acts, matters and things fecessary 
for the carrying out of the provisions 
f the Act. Every constable appointed to 
the force, other than a cial constable, 
nust be a British subject, of sound constitu- 
tion, active and able bodied, able to read and 
‘o write the English language legibly, and 
nust be not leas than 21 nor more than 36 
years of age. 

[t shall be the duty of members of the force. 
subject to the orders of the superintendent 

(a) To perform all duties which now 

are or hereafter assigned to con- 
stables; 

To execute all warrants and_per- 
form all duties and services in 
relation thereto; 

(ec) To perform all duties which may be 
lawfully performed by constables 
in relation to the escort and con- 
veyance of convicts and others to 
or from any courts, places of con- 
finement, asylums or other places 

\ special duty is imposed on any member 
#~ the police force where he believes that 
liquor intended for sale or to be kept for sale 
yw otherwise in violation of The Liquor 
(ct is contained in any room, shop, store, 
vut, tent, Wigwam, or building, place or 
nclosure, vessel, canoe, carriage, wagon, 
art or sleigh to obtain an order from the 
superintendent or other police officer or a 
warrant from any justice of the peace and to 
search such place or means of conveyance 
ind to break and destroy all receptacles 
and to pour out and destroy all spirits, 
strong waters, spirituous liquors, wines or 
fermented or compounded liquors or intoxi- 
cating drinks. 

Provision is made for the payment of the 
wages and expenses of the members of the 
force, for the maintenance of discipline, 
for the establishment of libraries and recre- 
stion rooms and of a pension fund. The 
board is also empowered to make rules and 
regulations respecting the prices to be paid 
for horses, vehicles, clothing, arms, travelling 
‘xpenses, places where the force may be 
stationed and such other matters as are not 
inconsistent with the Act. 

The board is also given power to enter 
into an agreement with any city, town, 
village, rural municipality, local improve- 
nent district or any person or corporation 
for the use or eniployment of the force or 
f any portion thereof in aiding the adminis- 
ration of justice by carrying into effect the 
laws of the province, the provisions of The 
Criminal Code or the by-laws of any city, 
town, village, rural municipality or other 
yorporation.

6.—THE RECLAMATION ACT. 

This Act was prepared with the approval 
of and by arrangement with the Dominion 
government and provides for. the drainage 
and reclamation of. unpatented lands under 
four different schemes. 

Part I. of the Act governs small drainage 
projects where the area to be reclaimed 
does not exceed 1,280 acres and the cost of 


‘the proposed work as shown by the estimates 


of the engineer appointed by the Minister 
of the Interior does not exceed $2,000.00 

Owners or entrants for fractional quarter 
sections desiring permission to drain smal) 
lakes or swamps in order to secure patent 
for the full area of the quarter section or 
parties desiring to reclaim small areas of 
swamp lands in order to purchase same 
proceed: under this Act instead of under 
The. Private Ditches Act. The party or 
parties desiring to proceed with the work 
make application to the Minister of the 
Interior for permission to drain and reclaim 
the lands. The Minister will appoint an 
engineer to prepare plans and an estimate of 
the cost of the proposed work. 

The applicant ~must produce evidence 
satisfactory to the Minister of Public Works 
for the province that— 

(a) Adequate provision has been made 
for the disposal of the water and the 
protection of roads and other 
public works; 

(b) Agreement has been arrived at among 
the applicants for sharing the cost 
of the work and the subsequent 
cost of maintenance; 

(c) The consent of the Dominion govern- 
ment has been obtained. 


Upon approval of the plans by the Minister 
of Public Works the work may be proceeded 
with, and the Minister of the Interior is 
empowered to exercise all the rights respect- 
ing the expropriation of land required for 
the right-of-way of the proposed ditch that 
are or may be exerci under The Public 
Works Act by the Minister of Public Works 


After construction the ditch shall be main- 
tained in the same manner and subject to 
the same conditions as if it had been con- 
structed under The Private Ditches Act. 

Part Il. of the Act provides that where the 
Minister of Public Works deems it necessary 
that swampy Dominion lands should be 
drained in order to facilitate the building of 
roads through the district he may, after 
obtaining the consent of the Dominion 
government to the drainage scheme, mak« 
application for the purchase of such Dominion 
lands to be reclaimed as will, in the opinion 
of the Minister, be sufficient when sold to 
fully cover the cost of the drainage work 
and road work, and such lands my be pur- 
chased by the province from the Dominion 
government. 

The Minister of Public Works shall send 
to the Dominion government with his 
application to purchase lands a copy of the 
report, plan and estimate of the cost of the 

ro) drainage work and of the estimated 
ponefit to each parcel of land to be affected 

Any land so purchased must be sold at 
public auction and the proceeds of the sale 
applied on the cost of construction of the 

inage and road work and the purchase 
price of the land and expenses incurred 
in connection therewith. Any surplus shall! 
be refunded to the Dominion government. 

No such drainage work shall be undertaken 
unless two-thirds of the owners residing on 
the lands agree in writing to bear their share 
of the annual cost of maintenance, but under 
the Act a wide interpretation is given to 
‘owner’, 

Where any drainage work is confined 
within the limits of one municipality it shall 
be maintained and kept in repair by such 
municipality, Where the work is continued 
into any other municipality each muni- 
cipality shall maintain that portion within 
its own boundaries. 

All maintenance work shall be done at 
the expense of the lands benefited and in 
proportion to the benefit as determined in 
connection with the cost of original con- 
struction; and for the purpose of collecting 
the cost of maintenance each and every 
municipality undertaking any work of 
maintenance shall, upon completion, forward 
to the Minister of Public Works proper! 
certified accounts, and the Minister shall, 
pee to the next annual assessment, apportion 

e cost 


apainat the lands and notify the 
secretary of the municipality or municipalities | of 
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roncerned and the said cost shall be levied 
and collected in the same manner as ordinary 
municipal rates, ; 

All lands shown by the engineer's report 
to be benefited by thé original construction 
of the work shall. be liable for any special 
tax levied for the purpose of maintaining 
it, and for this purpose the municipality or 
municipalities within which are situated 
any lands benefited by drainage work shall be 
leemed to be the owner with respect to the 
public highways and, as such, liable for any 
assessments in proportion to the benefit to 
such public highways as determined by the 
report of the engineer 

The Department of Public Works shall be 
liable for any special tax for drainage work 
in respect of lands purchased from the 
Dominion government until such lands are 
sold by the Department. 


Where any drainage work is carried on 
through laride not in any municipality the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs shall have 
and exercise all the powers and duties 
exercised by a council with respect to lands 
within a municipality. 

Part III. provides that where in a drainage 
listrict' petitioned for under The Drainage 
Act vacant Dominion lands are included 
among the lands to be benefited the province 
may purchase such lands and after drainage 
shall sell the same by public auction as 
provided for in Part II. 

Part IV. makes provision by which the 
Dominion government as owner of Dominion 
lands requiring’ drainage may send on an 
engineer and have reports, plans and estimates 
made, which, having been approved by the 
Minister of the Interior, shall be submitted 
to the Minister of Public Works and he 
may, with the approval of the ~Lieutenant 
Governor in Council, constitute the area a 
drainage district, after which the work shall 
be carried on under the direction of the 
Minister of the Interior in accordance with 
The Drainage Act. 

The whole cost of such drainage shall be 
borne by the Dominion government and no 
debentures are to be issued in connection 
with any such drainage district. 


The proportion of the cost of the work 
assessed on any lands not Dominion lands 
comprised. in any such drainage district 
shall be collected annually in the manner 
provided by The Drainage Act and remitted 
to the Minister of the Interior to bé applied 
in reduction of the expenditure made by bim 
in connection with the work. . 

Lands so reclaimed by the Dominion 
government shall be offered for sale by 
public auction within five years after the 
completion of the drainage works, the sale 
of the lands to be conditional upon terme 
of settlement and upon the purchaser becom- 
ing responsible for the maintenance of the 
works in proportion to the amount fixed by 
the engineer at the time of organization of 
the district. 


7.—THE DOWER ACT. 


This Act gives a wife a life interest in the 
interest of her husband in the homestead, 
and ‘“‘homestead’’ is interpreted to mean 
“the land on which the house occupied by the 
owner. thereof as his residence is situated 
consisting of not more than. one quarter 
section,” or in a city, town or village ‘the 
land, consisting’ of not more than four lote 
as shown on a duly registered plan. on which 
the house occupied by the owner thereof 
as a residence is situated.” 

The Act comes into force on the first day 
of Muay, 1917, after which date a married 
man cannot transfer, sell, mortgage or other- 
wise dispose of the homestead, as defined in 
the Act, without the consent in writing of 
his wife, and after said date every disposition 
by will of a married man and every devolution 
upon his death intestate shall as regarde 
such homestead be subject and postponed 
to an estate for the life of 4 married 
man’s wife. 

The residence of a married man shall 
not be deemed to have been changed unlege 
the change is consented to in writing by his 
wife. 

When a wife executes any consent under 
this Act she must acknowledge same apart 
from: her husband to have been executed 
by her of her own free will and without any 
compulsion on the part of her husband. 

The Married. Woman’s Home Protection. 
Act is repealed by this Act. 

This Act shall not apply to any disposition 
of a homestead already provided for by an 
agreement in writing. 


8.—THE SEED GRAIN ACT, 1917. 


By this Act the Provincial Treasurer or 
the Minister of Agriculture may authorize 
any person to advance seed grain or any 
chartered bank in the province to advance 
for the purchase thereof money to owners or 
occupiers of patented lands, or to the wives 
or other representatives of persons being 
the owne?s or .oceupiers of patented lands 
who are on active military or naval service. 
Provision is made whereby the province 
may guarantee the payment of the value 
of the seed grain or of any moneys advanced 
to purchase seed grain to the extent of 
$75,000.00, and by reason of such guarantee 
the Provincial Treasurer is entitled to take 
security by way of any of the followin 
acer a Promissory note or notes, rea 
estate mortgage, chattel mortgage. 

Provision is also made for the filing in the 
Land Titles Office of a lien in favour of the 
orovince against the land of a debtor and 
lor a lien or charge upon all grain grown 
upon the land for which any seed grain or 
money has been advanced under this Act. 

Seed grain or money may be advanced to 
an occupant of any land with the consent 
of the owner and upon their joint note, in 
which case the ve of the owner shall be 
subject to the lien. 

Penalties are imposed for making use of 
grain obtained for seed or money for the 
purchase of same for any other purpose than 
that for which the same was obtained. 


9.—AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT 
RESPECTING SEED GRAIN, 
FODDER AND OTHER 
RELIEF, 


The Act of 1915 gave the Dominion 
government a first lien against the lands of 
any person who obtained seed grain, fodder 
for animals, or other goods by way of relief® 
The amendment provides that, ‘such chargé 
shall not as to any lands acquired by such 
person after the date of the creation of the 
charge apply save as to the interest of such 
person therein, and shall not have priority 
over mortgages, liens or other encumbrances 
registered against such lands prior to the 
date of acquisition; also, that if any such 
charge is not entered in the register as herein- 
after provided prior to the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1917, it shall not have priority over 
any instrument registered prior to the entry 
in the register of such charge.” 

Another amendment provides that the 
Minister of the Interior may by letter,direct 
any registrar to enter a memorandum in 
the proper docket to the effect that any part 
or parts of the lands and crops of the person 
mentioned in the letter is or are released 
from all liens under the Act or that such 
liens are postponed so as to rank next after 
any mortgage or other instrument by way

11.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE WOLF 
BOUNTY ACT. 


The amendment provides for the payment 

on the presentation of a warrant or warrants 
in form approved of by the Minister and 
issued by a duly yma inspector, of a 
bounty on wolves as follows: 
On adult male timber wolves, each. ...810.00 
On adult female timber wolves, each... 20.00 
On timber wolf pups, each........... 1.00 
On adult female prairie wolves’ (when 

killed between the Ist day of May 

and the Ist day of September in any 

year), each.... 


12.--AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES 
ORDINANCE. 


The amendment provides for the payment of 
the grant without dine where any horticultural 
exhibition, poultry show or seed grain fair 
is held between the 30th day of November 
and the Ist day of March next following and 
the returns for which are received by the 
Department subsequent to the date given 
in the Ordinance for filing such returns. 
It is possible to secure grants for two fairs 
in one calendar year provided the same are 
held at different seasons. 


18.—_THE STALLION ENROLMENT 
ACT. 


This Act provides for the formation of a 
Board of Inspection, consisting of the Pro- 
vincial Veterinarian, a nominee of the 
Alberta Horse Breeders’ Association and a 
nominee of the Alberta Provincial Horse 
Breeders’ Association. 

The power and duties of the board shall be 
to recommend the issue of certificates of 
enrolment under the Act and to make 
recommendations to the Minister respecting 
the passing by him of rules and regulations 
for the better administration of the Act. 

For the purpose of enrolinent. the owner 
of every station shall submit to the Board of 
Inspection all such evidence as they may 
require regarding the breeding, ownership, 
soundness and freedom from __ hereditary, 
infectious, contagious or transmissible disease 
of such stallion. « Upon the receipt of such 
evidence and payment of the fees sl sted 
for the Board may recommend to the Minister 
that a certificate of enrolment be issued in 
such form as the case may require and such cer- 
tificate shall continue in force until the first day 
of January next following the issue thereof or 
to any change of ownership prior thereto 

Upon change of ownership a new certificate 
should be immediately applied for by the 
new owner and when issued shall continue 
in force until the first day of January next 
following or to another change of ownership 
prior thereto. : 

No person shall stand, travel or offer for 
service in the province any stallion unless 
and until such stallion has been enrolled 
under this Act and a certificate of such 
enrolment has been issued; nor shall the 
owner of a stallion which is not enrolled have 
route bills or breeding cards printed or 
posted nor shall he advertise the services of 
such stallion or charge or receive service fees. 

The Minister may appoint inspectors of 
stallions whose duty it shall be to make a 
thorough examination of the stallion sub- 
mitted for enrolment and report findings 
to the Board. All stallions shall be subject 
to inspection in 1918 and every three years 
thereafter until nine years of age. 

An inspector shall report any and every 
grave defect of conformation found respecting 
such stallion or of its being affected with 
bone-spavin, bog-spavin, ring-bone, side- 
bone, curb (when any such unsoundnesses 
are apparently due to defective conformation. 


periodic ophthalmia (moon blindness), laryn- 
eal hemiplegia roaring or whistling), chorea 
mre hee) or St. Vitus’ Dance or any 
other condition or cause which, in the judg- 
ment of the inspector, renders the horse 
unfit for breeding purposes.

’ Full provision is made for the filing by 
the owner of any pure bred enrolled stallion 
of a lien for service upon the offspring of 
any such stallion, which lien shall take and 
have priority over all other claims. 


14.-THE OFFICIAL GUARDIAN 
' ACT. 


Provision is made in this Act for the 
appointment of an official guardian, whose 
duty shall be to— 

(a) Act as guardian ad litem of infants;

156.AN ACT TO AMEND THE ELEC- 
TION ACT RESPECTING MEMBERS 
OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
ON ACTIVE SERVICE. 


This Act provides that in the event of a 
dissolution of the Legislative Assembly 
before the war is over twelve members named 
in the Act, who have enlisted for overseas 
service and are under military control and 
for that reason cannot take part in any 
election, shall be returned to the ext Legis- 
lative Assembly as if they had been duly 
nominated and elected in accordance with the 
provisions of The Election¥Act, 


16.--THE ALBERTA MILITARY 
REPRESENTATION ACT. 


This Act provides that there shall be two 
members for the province at large in the 
next legislature, to be elected by the soldiers 
and nurses from Alberta in Great Britain 
and Ireland, France and Belgium. Full 
provision is made for the taking of the vote 
through the retdrning officer, John A. Reid, 
Agent General for Alberta in London. 

The following persons are entitled to vote 
at said election: 

Every person serving in the military 
forces of Great Britain and her allies in Great 
Britain and Ireland, France or Belgium, 
raised for service in the present war who at 
the time of enlistment was a resident in 
Alberta or who resided in Alberta for six 
months immediately preceding the date on 
which he or she left the province for the 
purpose of being appointed to or enlisting in 
or joining such forces. 


17..-AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT TO 
INCORPORATE THE ALBERTA 
FARMERS’ CO-OPERATIVE 
ELEVATOR COMPANY. 


The company is empowered to amalgamate 
or otherwise deal with any other company 
having objects altogether or in part. similar 
to those of the elevator company, and after- 
wards, by an extraordinary resolution. to 
take procecdings for the voluntary winding 
up of the company, provided that no gale, 
amalgamation or other disposition of the 
assets of the company shall take place until 


the terms thereof are approved by the 
Lieutenant Governor .in Council. 
There is also provision made for the 


disposition of the annual revenue, after pay- 
ment of the annual instalment to the govern- 
ment on the loans advanced on the elevators 
and payment of any liabilities incurred in 
the ordinary course of business, as follows: 

(a) If funds still remain the directors 
shall set aside such sum as they 
deem meet as a reserve fund; 

(b) If sufficient funds remain the di- 
rectors may declare and pay to the 
shareholders a dividend not exceed- 
ing 8 per cent.; 

(c) If any balance remains the directors 
roy at their discretion set the same 
aside as a reserve fund as provided 
for by subsection (a) hereof, or 
divide the same among the share- 
holders of the company on a pro 
rata basis according’ to the business 
furnished to the company by each 

The decision of the directors as to the 
distribution of the said annual revenue 
shall be final and there shall be no appeal 
therefrom, or nv action or suit in court shall 
be maintained with reference to same. 


18.--THE ELECTRICAL WORKERS’ 
PROTECTION ACT. 


This Act provides regulations to govern 
the construction, maintenance and operation 
of telephone, telegraph, electric light, trolley 


and protecting the general public as well. 
The enforcement of the Act is placed in 
the hands of the Board of Public Utility 


19.—AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE 
WAR VETERANS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Any ten or more veterans may organize an 
association under the provisions of the Act 
by filing in the office of the Provincial Secre- 
tary a memorandum of association, in a form 
provided in the schedule to the Act, duly 
executed by each of the veterans desiring 
to organizethe association 


20.—AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
GUARANTEE OF CERTAIN BORROW- 
INGS OF THE HAIL INSURANCE 
BOARD OF ALBERTA. 


The Hail Insurance Board organized under 
The Municipal Co-operative Hail Insurance 
Act is indebted to claimants for hail insur- 
ance losses which it is unable to pay to the 
amount of $262,000.00. In order to enable 
the board to pay its claims in full the govern- 
ment by this Act agrees to guarantee the 
payment of the prnniievory note or notes 
of the board for the amount hercin specified 
and interest. 

Any sum so borrowed, with interest thereon, 
ahall be repaid by the said board out of the 
proceeds of any rate levied or to be levied 
for hail insurance in the province under the 
prow iesonis of the said Municipal Co-operative 
lail Insurance Act, and such repayment 
shall be made in such sums and over such 
periods as may be eed upon between the 

nder and the board, with the approval of 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 


21.—THE RATINGS CERTIFICATES 


This Act makes provision whereby any 
person who wishes to invest in an absolutely 
safe security at a fair rate of interest may 
purchase Provincial Savings Certificates in 
amounts of $10.00, $100.00 and $1,000.00 
respectively. These certificates may be 
bought at par from the Provincial Treasurer, 
they are payable on demand and bear 
interest at five per cent. per annum, com- 
pounded half yearly. They give the small 
investor an excellent opportunity to obtain a 
good rate of interest on a security that can be 
turned into cash at any time. The certi- 
ficates may be called in by the Provincial 
Treasurer after they have been issued three 
years. 


22,—-THE FACTORIES ACT, 


The Act is lengthy and contains a great 
many important provisions for the protection 
of the life, health and well-being of th 
employees in factories, and offic 
buildings, The Act is of such a nature that 
it is almost impossible to give an adequate 
idea of its breadth in a condensed form. 
The main features of general interest are as 
follows: 

The provisions of the Act shall apply to 
shone, offices and office buildings in cities 
and towns having a population exceeding 
5,000 and to all factories within the province.

No n under the age of fifteen years 
shall employed in any factory, shop, 
office or office building. 


No person shall be employed by ~~ 
pe a in any factory, shop, office 
office building at a wage loss than $1.50 per 
shift, except in the case of eyo who 
may be paid a wage of not less than $1.00 
per shift. 


In any shop in which women are employed 
there shall be provided and kept therein a 
sufficient and suitable chair or seat for the 
use of every such woman anen 
employed, and the employer shall permit her 
to use such chair or seat when not necessarily 
engaged in her work, and he shall not by any 
threat, rule or other intimation express or 
implied, or by any contrivance, prevent any 
female employee from using such ‘chair or 
seat. 


The hours of labour for any person in any 
one day working day shift shall not be earlier 
than seven o'clock nor later than six o'clock 
and the hours of labour for night shift shall 
not éxceed eight hours. No person shall 
be employed for more than one shift in one 
day without permission from the inspector. 

Svery employer shall allow every employee 
not less than one hour between eleven and 
two o'clock of each day for meals. 


All wages earned by any person between 
the first day and the filtconth day of a month 
shall be paid not later than on the first 
Saturday after the fifteenth, and all w: 
earned between the sixteenth day and the 
last day of a month shall be paid not later 
than the first Saturday of the month ‘ollow- 
ing. 

Stringent sanitary regulations are provided 
for, with heavy penalties for the breaking of 
same. 


Special provisions are made to apply to 
bakeshops and clothing manufactories, to 
the guarding of machinery, to elevators and 
and to notices of accidents, explosions and 
deaths. 


The provisions as to the employment of 
children, wages to be paid and hours of 
work are made to apply, with necessary 
changes, to work or employment given by 
employers to employees to be done by 
piece work in the factory or elsewhere and 
to every other species of outworking. 


23.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE PRIVATE 
DITCHES ACT. 


An amendment provides for the apportion- 
ing the work and furnishing the material 
and for the maintenance of the work after 
construction among the lands affected by a 
Board of Assessors composed of the engineer 
and two other members elected by the 
interested parties, instead of this work being 
done by the engineer alone as formerly. 


24.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
DRAINAGE ACT. 


An amendment provides for the anor eet 
ing of the cost of the work to be borne by 
each parcel of land by a Board of Assessors 
composed of the engineer, one representative 
elected by the petitioners and a resident of 
the area or of the vicinity of the drainage 
district appointed by the Minister, instead 
of this work being done by the engineer alone 
as formerly. 


25.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE SCHOOL 
ORDINANCE AND THE SCHOOL 
ASSESSMENT ORDINANCE. 


Tue ScHoot Orpinance. 


An amendment provides that where two 
or more districts are formed into a con- 
solidated district the board of such con- 
solidated district may, with the consent of 
the Minister, take over the assets and 
assume the liabilities of the said districts, 
or any one or more of them, upon such terms 
and conditions as may be upon. 


The Act in regard to the power of school 
trustees to provide for the conveyance of 
pupils to and from school and pay the cost 
thereof has been changed to read as follows: 


“Shall have power to supply vans of 
conveyances to be approved by the depart- 
tment for the conveyance of pupils to school, 
and may determine the route such vans or 
conveyances shall travel and what pupils 
in the opinion of the board it is necessary to 
so convey, and in case there shall be any 
dispute as to the distance any pupil is required 
to travel without conveyance to a van route 
or to the school the same shal] be referred 
to an inspector whose decision shall be 
final.”’ 

_The powers formerly held by every town 
district to provide special departments to 
employ a health officer and to- engage a 
superintendent and to furnish luncheon at 
the noon hour have been extended to all 
districts, with the proviso that no superin- 
tendent shall be engaged in any school 
district except where more than twenty 
teachers are employed. Further power is 
given to furnish the pupils with text-books, 
exercise-books, pes, pencils and other 
supplies, either free of charge or at a price 
to be fixed by the board. 

The Act has been changed in regard to 
the security to be given by a secretary- 
treasurer. Before entering. upon his duties 
he is now required to give a bond, in the form 
approved of and registered with the Minister, 
for such amount as the board may deem 
sufficient. 

Where a by-law is submitted to the vote 
of the ratepayers in a town school district 
the said by-law shall be submitted in accord- 
ance with the provisions of The Town Act 
or special Act incorporating the city or 
town, as the case may be, gorening the 
taking of votes on money by-laws, 

The expression “resident ratepayer” shall 
mean and include the husband, wife, son or 
daughter of any resident ratepayer, pro- 
vided such husband, wife, son or daughter 
is of the full age of twenty-one years and 
resides in the school district.

the arrangements may simply provide for 
hospital accommodation to be pee for by 
the municipality, leaving the doctor’s fees 
to be paid by the individual. The rate of 
taxation which may be levied for capital 
por ir in connection with any hospital 
scheme is limited to a maximum of two 
mills on the dollar. From information 
available as to the expense attached to the 
operation of a hospital of this kind, this 
amount will, no doubt, provide ample funds. 
The rate for running expenses will, of course, 
depend entirely on the arrangements made 
by the board as to what payments will be 
made by the municipality and what amounts 
will .¢ paid by the individual, and upon the 
amount of sickness in the district. All 
roposed arrangements by a Hospital 
Board in regard to acquiring, building or 
operating a hospital must be set forth in a 
scheme which has to be approved by the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs before it can 
be put in operation; such scheme being, 
of course, subject to The Public Healt 
Act, The Public Utilities Act and The 
Hospitals Ordinance. 

This legislation: has been placed on the 
Statutes after very careful consideration, 
and was referred to the different organizations 
interested, namely: The Rural Municipality 
and Local Improvement District Association, 
the United arm Women of Alberta, The 
United Farmers of Alberta, and the Free 
Hospitals League for their consideration, 
before it becaine law. It should be of great 
benefit more particularly to the rural 
communities by placing in their hands the 
power whereby the clectors may make 
provision for obtaining for the people living 
in the country medical attention without 
undue expense and without requiring them to 
make long journeys. 


27.—THE PATRIOTIC TAX ACT. 


This Act makes provision whereby any 
urban or rura! municipality or local improve- 
ment. district may levy a tax to provide a 
fund to be paid over to the Canadian Patriotic 
Fund of Alberta. The rate of taxation to 
be levied for this pu is not limited, 
the amount of the rate being a matter which 
is left entisely in the hands of the council 
of the municipality or local improvement 
district. 

All property of persons who have enlisted 
for orem naval or military service of 
His se ay y’s Allies is exempt from this 
tax (and stich property may by the same 
Act be exbm from taxation for any 
other purpose). If any taxes have been 
paid on such property the Act gives authority 
or the rebate or remission of such taxes 
and validates all grants hitherto given to 
the Patriotic Fund. 


28.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE MUNI- 
CIPAL CO-OPERATIVE HAIL 
INSURANCE ACT. 


During the year 1916, on-account of the 
heavy hail losses, the Hail Insurance District 
was not able to pay all awards, Provision 
has been made by this amendment to the 
Act whereby the system of taxation for hail 
purposes is changed from a flat rate on all 
assessable lands to a flat rate of five cents 
per acre on all assessable lands and an addi- 
tional rate on all lands under crop such as will 
be sufficient, together with the flat rate of 
five cents per acre,to pay all hail losses for 
the year, administration expenses and unpaid 
awards of former years. This will make 
it absolutely certain that any farmer in the 
Hail District suffering oss will receive 
parasens in full of his claim, and provision 
nas been made by legislation whereby the 
provinge has guaranteed a loan to the Hail 

istrict so that they may be in a position 
to pay up all outstanding unpaid awards, 
such loan to be repaid during the next two 

ears out of the hail tax levied by the Hail 

istrict. This amendment. places the busi- 
ness of the Hail Insurance District on a solid 
footing, and will give to ee growers 
within the area of the district hail insurance 
at less than cost. 


29.—-THE HOUSES OF PUBLIC 
ACCOMMODATION ACT. 


Under this Act any city, town or village 
in the province is given power to pass pyeawe 
licensing, regulating and governing all houses 
of public aceommodation. This will enable 
such municipalities to sce that all houses 
of public accommodation are kept by people 


of good character, that the premises are 
suitable for the busin and that such 
premises are kept, in condition, The 


Act also gives the municipality power t 
allow rebates on municipal taxes levied ir 
connection with such houses, and in general 
gives a municipality power to assist in a» 
way that appears desirable to provide 
proper accommodation for the travelling 
ublic, All moneys collected for Jicena 
ees or penalties under such by-laws ar« 
payable to the municipality. 


30.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE RURAL

CHAPTER 14 
The Dower Act of Alberta 


IS MAJESTY, by and with the advice and consent of the Legislative Assembly 
of the Province of Alberta, enacts as follows: 


1. This Act may be cited as “The Dower Act,” 


2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires— 
The expression “homestead” shall mean— 


(a) Land in a city, town or village, consisting of not more than four adjoining 
lots in one block, as shown on plan duly registeted in the proper registry 
office in. that behalf , on which the house occupied by the owner thereof

house occupied by the owner thereof as his residence is situated, con- 
sisting of not more than one quarter section; 

The expression “‘disposition’’ shall include every transfer, sale, mortgage 
and every devise or other disposition by act inter vivos and every devise 
or other disposition made by will. 


8. Every disposition by act inter vivos of the homestead of any married man 
“whereby the interest of such married man shall or may. vest in any other person 
at any time during the life of such married man or during the life of such married 
man’s wife living at the date of such disposition, shall be null and void unless made 
with the consent in writing of the wife aforesaid. 


4, Every disposition by will of such married man and every devolution upon 
his death intestate shall, as regards the homestead of such married man, be subject 
and postponed to an estate for the life of such married man’s wife hereb 


5. The residence of a married man shall not be deemed, for the purposes of 
this Act, to have been changed unless such change of residence is consented to in 
writing by the wife of such married man, 


6. Any consent required for the disposition inter vivos of such homestead, or 
t lishing a change of residence under this Act shall, whenever

Such consent may be embodied in or endorsed upon the instrument effecting such

It is, of ‘course, desir- 
able that local improvement districts should 
have the privilege of joining with munici- 
palities in Hospital Districts if they wish, 
and in order to place them in a position to 
benefit by The Municipal Hospitals Act it 
was necessary that they should be made a 
corporate body, have power to issue deben- 
tures for hospital purposes, and that they 
shou'd have full control-of their collection 
of taxes so that they might have power 
within themselves to make definite arrange- 
ments to meet the payments required It 
should also be noted that provision was 
made for further organization of local 
improvement districts so that no locality 
might be deprived of the advantages of 
The Municipal Hospitals Act through lack 
of organization. 

An amendment was also made to The 
Local Improvement Act, similar to that 
made to The Rural Municipality Act, whereby 
a local improvement district may, give a 
grant to induce a physician to locate in the 
district, 


32.— 

Amendments were made to The Town 
Act, The Village Act, The Rural Muni- 
cipality Act, and The Local Improvement 
Act, making provision whereby the wife, 
husband, son or daughter of each person 
assessed has the right to vote at the election 
for councillors in these different organizations;

The death of Vice+Admiral Sir 
George John Scott Warrender, Bart.,} 
a few days ago, prompts the Edin- 
burgh Scotsman to recall the fact 
that Sir George was the  Adiiral 
conimanding the British Squadron 
which visited Kiel a week or two 
before the outbreak of war. His 
flagship on that occasion was the 
King George V., and it will be re- 
called that at the very time when 
the Archduke Francis Ferdinand was 
murdered in Serajevo, Sir George 
Warrender was entertaining the Kai- 
ser on board the George V. As a 
matter of fact, the Kaiser, as an kon- 
erary Admiral of the British Navy, 
3 actually flew his flag at the bead of 
the British Squadron, which a week 
er two later cleared for action again- 
st his “mouse-hole” fleet.

visit of the British Squadron, under 


‘ Sir George Warrender, to Kiel on 
June 23, 1914, it was stated that the 
ships arrived in the bay during the

bor. H.M. battleship King George 
\., flying Sir George Warrender’s

° headed by H.M. light cruiser South- 
ampton, came next.. The first salute 
was fired off Friedrichsort, when a 
gun boomed from the King George 


The sun pierced the clouds as the 
sLips passed this place in. majestic 
procession, headed by the flagship, 
which was so enveloped im sinoke 
that only the flashes of the saluting 
guns denoted her whereabouts. 


After the twenty-first gun of the 
salute had been fired, there was a 
moment’s silence, then a flash, and 


the cloud of smoke indicated the po- 
sition of the Friedrichsort battery, 
which now began in response to the 
naval greeting of the visitors. 


The British ships continued up the 
harbor, eagerly watched by hundreds 
of eyes on launches and excursion 
steamers. They filed past the 
squadron of German. dreadnoughts 
lying at their moorings in the har- 
bor mouth. These were the four 
giants of the Kaiser class—Kaiserin, 
Prince Regent Luitpold, Konig Al- 
bert, and Kaiser—the most formid- 
able vessels of the German ficet, 
which, however, are of earlier date 
than the British battleships. After 
exchanging salutes with the German 
flagship Friedrich der Grosse, which 
was lying further up the harbor, the 
battleships came smartly to their 
moorings in line between the Friede- 
rich der Groose and the Kaiser, the 
cruisers mooring nearer the shore. 

In the evening of the same = day 
men of the fleet went ashore. An 
account of that part of the proceed- 
ings make somewhat strange read- 
ing, in view of after events. 

Meanwhile the British tars (it was 
stated in a narrative of the proceed- 
ings), who-in the forenoon remained 
in their ships, were eagerly awaited 
ashore, and the arrivals of the men 
who. were -given shore leave were 


witnessed with great interest. ‘The 
innumerable cafes, taverns, and res- 
taurants along the waterside and in 


the streets leading down to the har- 
bor which cater for the patronage of 
jack ashore had hung out Union 
Jacks in honor of the guests, and 
one enterprising host decoratcd his 
premises with four Union Jacks, and 
an assurance in English that the 
British sailor is welcome, 

There were professions of. friendli- 
ness in the German press in connec- 
tion with this visit, The Keiler Zei- 
tung declared that the wish of the 
dwellers by the German shore is for 
peace and friendship with their Brit- 
ish neighbors, and it hoped that ‘each 
of the two peoples would be able to 
unfold its powers freely in honorable 
tivalry and friendship bascd on re- 
ciprocal respect. 

On the following day the Emperor 
Wilhelm, on board the Hohenzollern, 
visited the squadron, Compliments 
were exchanged between that vessel 
and the King George V. Afterwards 
officers from the British and Ger- 
man flagships went aboard the Ho- 
henzollern to pay their respects to 
the Emperor, who received Sir 
George Warrender at the head of the 
steps.

Illustration work in crop’ prodic- 
lion and cultural methods is | being 
carried on in'the previnces of Alber- 
ta and Saskatchewan by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture of the Dominion 
government, and some very interest- 
ing results are expected this year, 

The co-operation of farmers own 
ing or operating land favorably sit 
uated for the carrying on of such 
work is secured, the farmer putting 
under the direction of an officer of 
the Dominion experimental farm 
system a part of his farm having a 
good wide frontage on a well-travel- 
led highway, each field having the 
same frontage along the same high- 
way so that the crops and cultivation 
are unavoidably in evidence to the 
casual traveler and easily inspected 
by the interested visitor. 

The first year the department fur- 
nishes the seed necessary to sow such 
of the fields as it is decidéd to put 
under crop that year. In subsequent 
years the farmer saves enough of the 
best of the crops grown on_ these 
ficlds to do the necessary seeding. 
This, of course, providing the grain 
produced is satisfactory as-to purity 
and germinative power. 

All cultural and harvesting opera- 
tions in connection with these fields, 
including the plowing, harrowing, 
sewing and threshing of the grain, 
are done by the farmer. All the above 
work is done in exactly such a way 
and at exactly such a time as directed 
by the illustration station division of 
the Dominion experimental farms 
system, The farmer keeps a record 
of. the amount of time taken to per+ 
form the different operations on eac 
field and the grain’ harvested is 
threshed separately so that the exact 
yield of each field is known. 

The records of the work and of the 
crops resulting together with brief 
notes made by the farmer each week, 
aie duly entered on blank forms pro- 
vided for the purpose and each week 
the farmer mails to the Central Ex- 
perimental farm at Ottawa, a form 
filled out with particulars as to the 
work done, general weather condi- 
tion and crop progress. 

In this way the farmers of various 
districts of the two provinces will be 
apprised of the results and the best 
way to operate their farms to obtain 
these results.

Russo-Swedish Hand Clasp 


iates Reports of Hostility 


The recently formulated Russo- 
Swedish plan to construct a bridge 
joining the two countries reveals the 
extent to which the supposed hostil- 
ity between these two nations has 
been diminished. The bridge, across 
the frontier from Haparanda to Tor- 
nea, will connect the Swedish and 
Finnish railroad systems. 

“The plan,” says the Westrainste: 
Gazette, “is of great practical im- 
pertance for Anglo-Russian — inter- 
communication, as at present traffic 
has to go by sledge in winter and 
ferry in summer, 

“The — Russo-Swedish agreement 
provides for continuous work on the 
bridge till its completion. The Swed- 
ish state railway department will 
build the whole bridge, charging 
Russia the cost of the work and ma- 
terial on Russian soil or in Russian 
waters. The Swedish government 
is thus placed in the unusual position 
of bridge builder in a foreign state, 

“The bridge over the Tornea River 
will be for ausingle track, which will 
be of both Russian and Swedish 
gauge, so that trains of cither coun- 
try can pass, though not together. 
The bridge will be 350 yards long, 

“The present provisional estimate 
of the total cost is 2,600,000 Swedish 
crowns ( about $720,000).” 

The Stockholm Tidninen observes 
that it would “like to convince those 
in Great Britain and France who re- 
tein a sympathetic interest in Swed- 
én of the misunderstanding involved 
in the words “Swedish suspicions of 
Russia,” which are so often. reiterat- 
ed in the countries of the Entente. 
‘There is no suspicion (in Sweden) 
that Russia contemplates attacking 
Sweden, or any doubt in the good 
faith of the Russian statesmen, who 
from time to time have disavowed 
stich intentions, but at the same time 
it is not a mere condition of nervous 
distrust which prevents Swedes from 
envisaging the possibilities of Rus- 
sian policy threugh the spectacles 
that Great Britain and France would 
like to provide them with for this 
purpose.”

Traffic in War Time 


What noted scientistic And -publi- 
cists describe as the “pro-German 


poison in the British army” is dealt 


with in trenchant style in a brochure 
written by Arthur Mee ey Stuart 
Holden. It is entitled, “Defeat? The 
Truth About Betrayal of Britain.” 

The facts collected in this little 
book will be found of use to temper- 
ance advocates everywhere. The 
writers laugh -to scorn the 
plea , that rum is needed by 
the soldiers and’ show what 
terrible consequences have _ fol 
lowed in the train of the army liquor 
traditions as pursued at the front. 
An instance is given of a British Cap- 
tain, who, under the influence o 
drink, ordered a gunner to fire on a 
British hospital ship. The gunner 
disobeyed orders and the Captain be- 
¢ame so violent he had to be put in 
irons.

for destroying his brandy! It is the 
sort of mind that sits in Parliament 
and has its way in cabinets. It does 
not liké the disturbance of its social 
habits, it does not know how drink 
reacts upon us all; it believes that 
Sir Conan Doyle is a crank when he 
says that the drink that is one man’s 
pleasure is another man’s death.” 

“Tt is not even true that rum is 
the only thing we can give our men 
in the trenches. There are hot 
drinks that we can give them—tea 
and coffee and cocoa and_= drinks 
made from’ meat—things that spur a 
hero on, with the sugar that goes to 
the hero’s blood and makes him 
twice a hero when he leaps the para- 
pet. 

“It is one of the marvellous things 
about the human body that at a time 
like that, when a man is facing death, 
the sugar in his blood comes to his 
aid, and makes him twice the man he 
thought he was. At the sight of dan- 
ger, by the law of a higher power 
than man, the sugar in a man’s blood 
is increased one-third, as if Mother 
Nature knew that her son had need 
of strength; and it is then ,and at 
that very hour, that the British gov- 


‘ernment gives its men a drink that 


makes them cold, and that can only 
be made by the destruction of the 
sugar that would make them warm, 
It is unthinkable, incredible, but it 
is true, and it is not frue that there 
is no alternative. It should be known 
to every man in the four corners of 
the United Kingdom that the Y.M. 
C.A., the most efficient organization 
in the whole area of the war, is able 
and ready to relicve the authorities 
of the labor of dealing out rum, and 
to supply every man in the firing line 
with hot tea or coffee. or cocoa, 
There is not a physiologist in. this 
country whose heart would not be 
glad at the thought of that! there is 
surely not a patriot who would not 
leap with joy if it were done. 

“The pitiful truth is that the State 
provides the means of degeneration, 
and leaves it to the Y.M,_C.A. to 
lift a man up. Everywhere through- 
out the war the great moral forces 
and the forces of humanity are con- 
fronted with this hostile trade. It 
hinders the Y.M.C.A.; it “hampers 
the Red Cross; there is not a moral 
or a social worker ,not a doctor or a 
ked Cross nurse, who would not 
gladly see it swept away. Where a 
town does its duty, says one of our 
Brigadier-Generals, the army is clean 
and sober. At Bedford, with bright 
ard happpy places for the men to go 


to, he had no drunkenness with his 
men, but at Perth, where nobody 
cared, whiskey was literally forced

The Leather Scarcity 


Efforts Being Made to Overcome the 
Shortage 


An acute condition of affairs has 
developed in several lines of Cana- 
dian industry owing to scarcity of 
material, A delegation which wait- 
ed on the governinent on Thursday 
asked that something be done to 
meet the scarcity of hides. The 
leather output is seriously affected. 
There is likewise a shortage of wool. 
Both of these commodities have heen 
secured largely from Australia and 
New Zealand, where restrictions on 
imports are now imposed.

Foster, F. W. Beardmore, of Mont- 
real, and E. Davis, of Newmarket, 
Ont., urged efforts to have the regu- 
lations relaxed so that more supplies 
can be available. The price of boot 
leather is going up to an almost pro- 
hibitive figure with no prospect of 
diminishing. :

There are more dogs to the mile in 
Eritain than in any other country in 
the world—dogs for use, dogs for 
sport and little pleasure dogs, And.

Food Wasted Now May Mean ‘Much 
Before the War Is Over 


_ France has followed the example of 
England and Italy in restricting 
meals in restaurants. Diners in res- 
taurants are hereafter restricted to 
liors d'oeuvres or soup, two other 
dishes and cheese or desert. In re- 
gard to the two main disties, the bill 
of fare, instead of the sixty or sev- 
enty items usually presented, is con- 
fined to a maximum of nine. The 
nine include one egg dish, three meat 
and three vegetable. The restrictions 
haye been drawn up in conjunction 
with the representatives’ of the pro- 
vision trades and have been taken 
fn good part by both the public and 
the restaurant proprietors, Public 
opinion generally recognizes the im- 
portance of stopping the waste in 
food, 

The decree is applicable to all es- 


tablishments where meals are sold to. 


the public, including clubs, 
boarding houses and canteens, 

Managements must submit bills of 
fare for luncheons to the police au- 
thorities. not later than 10 o’clock on 
the day and for dinners. not later 
than five o’clock and inust hang up 
a copy of the regulations in a con- 
spicuous- place. 

The restriction includes an  abso- 
lute prohibition of puddings and an 
order: to economize on flour, milk, 


hotels, 


eggs, siigar and vegetables. Salads 
count as courses unless served on 
the same plate with meat, Albert

tional subsistence, said in regard 
the decree:

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Predicts Great Advance: 
In Agricultural Education 


More Attention to be Given to Train- 
ing in Our Agricultural Schools 


Speaking before the annual  con- 
a#cntion of the Western Canada Irri- 
gation Association at Kamloops, B.C., 
James McCaig, of the-Alberta  De- 
‘gaitment of Agriculture, made the 
prediction that the time would come 
when departments of Agriculture 
Avould go much farther than they now 
4lo' in the matter of agricultural ed- 
“acation, . 

“After the great days of the war’” 
said-Myr. McCaig, ‘the direct efforts 
of the/ department and Board of Ag- 
ricultural Education will double 
grade of training which we now 
have for the boys and girls in our 
agricultural schcols. If I were-in an 
irrigation district it would be my in- 
terest to gu to the minister and im- 
fress upon him that when he starts 
@ new school ~in an irrigation dis- 
trict. it should be an irrigation edu- 
cation that is given at that school.” 

The inference gathered from Mr. 
McCaig’s address was that the De- 
partment of Agriculture’ in Alberta 
was planning to give greater atten- 
tion to the irrigation interests of the 
pernte. The last two years have 

een seasons of heavy rainfall, and 
wonderful crops have been produced 
in what is generally considered the 
dry area. For two years in succession 
Southern Alberta, and some districts 
iu Saskatchewan, have produced the 
greatest crops on the American con- 
tinent. It is worthy of note that 
these great crops have been produc- 
€J in the “dry” districts, which seems 
to indicate that when a dry district 
gets enough water it is.more fertile 
than a wet district. Indeed, this is 
a scientific fact. The heavy rainfall 
of wet districts leaches much of the 
fertility out of the soil, 

The value of the dry area of West- 
ern Canada, when water is applied, is 
culy beginning to be ~ recognized. 
Special Government schools for edu- 
cation in the science, of irrigation 
farming will undoubtedly give a great 
impetus to that branch of agriculture.

The Spirit of the Anglo-Saxon 
Mounts Higher in the Face of 
Danger 


When the president of the United 
States, in the midst of a great crisis 
in the history of his county, went 
out and played golf, he was but con- 
firming the doctrine of the reversion 
to type. Drake went on playing 
bowls as the Great Armada sailed in- 
to view at Plymouth. The heroes of 
Waterloo heard the booming ‘of. the 
guns of Quatre Bras at the Duchess 
of Richmond's ball in Brussels, The 
spirit of the Anglo-Saxon mounts 
higher in face of danger. War does 
not quench but rather calls into ac- 
tion the sporting instincts of the 
race. 

It was reserved for Lester Woolsey 
assistant to Secretary of State Lan- 
sing,¢to discover the missing psycho- 
logical link between Boston beans 
and war diplomacy. Entrusted with 
the task of handing passports to the 
German Ambassador, Mr. Woolsey, 
with all the native cunning of the 
sixteenth century Cardinal-statesman, 
decided to perform his delicate mis- 
sion with the stricest secrecy.

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Snubbed the Kaiser 


Here Is the Story of the Man Who 
Could See Through War Lord's 
Plans 


Lord Eshér has recently issued a 
very emphatic warning to the British 
relative to the desirability of their 
not being “caught a second time in 
the meshes of sleep” by the Ger- 


mans. He is very insistent that the 
job must be thoroughly done this 
time—that the snake must not only 
be “scotched” but killed. 

His warning about doing the job 
thoroughly derives especial signifi- 
cance from the opportunity he pos- 


sessed for becoming acquainted with 
the extreme artfulness of the at- 
tempts made by the German govern- 
nient to weave the meshes of sleep 
wherein they hoped to catch the 
British when the European war, for 
which they were steadily preparing 
actually broke out. In the early win- 
ter of 1907 the kaiser visited England. 
He was—as usual when he paid one 
of his frequent visits to England— 
overflowing with loving kindness -to- 
wards the British, At Windsor 
Castle he was a guest of King Ed- 
ward, and was all grace and grac- 
iousness, 

Now, it so happened that Lord 
Esher, at that time, was deputy con- 
stable at Windsor Castle, and, in that 
capacity, was at Windsor during the 
kaiser’s stay there. He happened 
moreover, to be as well a* member 
of the committee of Imperial defence. 
Of this latter fact the kaiser was, 
of course, well aware. All urbanity, 


he sought to discuss with the deputy | 


constable at Windsor Castle 
question of British naval 
and defences, 

However, Lord Esher is no fool. 
He realized that “fine words butter 
no parsnips,” and that beneath all 
the kaiser’s soft sauder lay dark and 
sinister designs. Hence, 
usually noted for his tact and charm 
of manner, he let the kaiser see pret- 
ty plainly that he saw through the 
crafty game. “He put the kaiser 
where he belonged. And the kaiser 
never forgave him. 

But at that time the late Lord 
Tweedmouth was first lord of. the 
admiralty. And he either lacked 
Lord Esher’s sagacity or was more 
amiable to the emperor’s soft soap. 
Anyhow, he was ill-advised enough 
to allow himself to be drawn into a 
conference with the kaiser on naval 
matters, This became noised 
abroad, and Lord Tweedmouth was 

opularly credited with something 
ike an act of treason. On the full 
facts becoming known it appeared 
that he had acted with the’ knowl- 
edge of his colleagues—Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman was premier— 
in replying to the kaiser’s letter, 
and that he had not (as wae popalar: 
ly supposed) prematurely disclosed 
the British naval estimates to the 
kaiser, to whom, in fact, he gave no 
information which was rot given to 
parliament at the same time. - Still 
there had undoubtedly been ‘some in- 
discretion and the incident led to 
Lord Tweedmouth’s  relinquishment 
of the admiralty. 

All this is of particular interest 
because it was in his notorious let- 
ter to Lord Tweedmouth that the 
kaiser showed how the snubbing he 
had received from Lord Esher  sev- 
eral months before—the letter was 
written in the spring of 1908—still 
rankled. 

In this letter the kaiser venomously 
seized on Lord Esher’s capacity of 
deputy constable of Windsor Castle 
to build om it a deliberate insult to 
the man who had snubbed him. He 
expressed himself as being doubtful 
“whether the supervision of the 
foundations «nd drains of the Royal 
Palace is apt to qualify somebody 
for the judgment of maval affairs in 
general.” It was rumored at the 
time that it was through this gibe 
at Lord Esher that the fact became 
known to the public that Lord 
Tweedmouth was corresponding with 
the kaiser. For the first lord is said 
to have thought the slap at “Reggie 
Brett”—as Lord Esher iis _ still 
familiarly known—rather. smart and 
to have talked about it :: some din- 
ner, 

At the kaiser’s own 
ever, the “slap at Reggie Brett” 
evoked a good deal of laughter 
against the kaiser himself, it being 
said that he was not the man to have 
talked of the unwisdom of mixing of 
drains with high political affairs, in 
view of one of his own experiences. 
For it was at the height of one of 
his own political crisis—after the 
dismissal of Caprivi from -the chan- 
cellorship—that the kaiser explained 
one day at his luncheon table: “Here 
is a nice state of things! This city 
of (naming a small town) pro- 
posed to empty its refuse into the 
river just-above the bathing estab- 
lishment. Nobody in the home office 
saw the mistake, and-it took me four 
hours to get out a’better plan.” Here 
was the kaiser bothering about the 
sewage of a little? town, while his 
empire was in the throes of-a crisis, 
that. very man sneered at Lord 
And yet, with typical lack-of humor, 
Esher's duty .of “supervising drains” 
as disqualifying him ror a knowledge 
of naval affairs.

They are Now Only About a Dozen 
Fewer Peers Than Members 
of Parliament 


Despite the ravages of the war the 
House of Lords now numbers 19 
more peerg than it did a year ago. 
During 1986 four peerages were re- 
moved from the, roll of peers of 
Parliament the abeyance in five old 
titles has terminated, and there. have 


been 21 new creations. The total 
number of the House would have 
been larger but for the fact that 
minors succeeded to several peer- 


ages. Three peerages have. become 
extinct through lack of. heirs—the 
baronets of Fitzhardinge, Liangat- 
tock, and Somerhill, the last being 
the title under which the late Mar- 
quis of Clanricarde sat in the House 
of Lords. The barony of Scarsdale 
has lapsed because the heir already 
held a higher grade in the pecrage. 
Earl Curzon of Keddleston. The five 
baronies revived are those of Stra- 
|bolgi, Dudley, Cobham, Wharton, 
jand Burgh, each of which figured on 
the roll many years ago. Another 
old title has been restored by the 
grant of a viscounty to Mr. Lewis 
Harcourt, one of the 21 new peers 
of 1916, Other new peers are Lord 
Beresford, Rhondda, Astor, Shaugh- 
nessy, Faringdon, and Rathcreedan 
(the 1916 New Year creations) Lords 
Cornock, Somerleyton, Anslow, 
Glentanar, and Roundway (the birth> 
day peers), Viscount Chaplin, — Vis- 
{count Grey, Lord Finlay, Lord Roe, 
jand five whose choice of titles has 
not yet been announced—Sir Max 
Aitken, Sir John Dewar, Mr. Peace, 
Mr. Stuart Wortley, and Sir Ed- 
ward Partington, In addition to the 
three viscounts mentioned, Lord 
Reading, Lord Merscy, Lord Cowd- 
ray, and Lord Sandhurst have been 
raised to that rank. Six titles have 
been temporarily removed from the 
roll of the House by the succession 
of minors to the earldoms of Fever- 
sham, Longford, Kinniull, and St. 
Aldwyn, and to the viscounty of Rid- 
ley, and of a lady to the barony of 
Lucas. Three peers who were “in- 
fants” at the opening of the year— 
the Earls of Carlisle and Lathom 
and Viscount Gage—have since come 
to age, There are now onlv about 
a dozen fewer peers than M.P.’s. In 
addition to the four peers whose 
deaths led to the extinction of titles 
and to the six who were followed by 
children or women, 16 died during 
the year, most of whom were entitl- 
ed to sit at Westminster. The Earls 
of Longford and Feversham and 
Lord Lucas were killed in action, 
find Earl Kitchener died on war ser- 
vice. Other deaths include Lord 
Burnham, the Earl of Sandwich, 
Lord Redesdale, Lord. Clifford of 
Chudleigh, and the Earl of Essex. 


Livestock on Credit 


Saskatchewan Sells Livestock to Far- 
mers on Credit 


| 


Three years ago the Saskatchewan 
Legislature passed a law _ providing 
for the expenditure of $500,000 in 
purchasing livestock to be sold on 
credit terms to farmers. Up to date 
1,834 head of cattle, including 235 
pure-bred bulls, have already been 
sold, as well as 5,275. sheep. The 
classes of stock supplied consist of 
pure-bred bulls of the right type and 
of suitable age for breeding, grade 
cows of popular breeds, pure-bred 
boars and rams and grade sows and 
ewes, The terms of payment are 
that purchasers able to pay cash arc 
required to do so, and that all pur- 
chasers must pay at Icast 25 per cent. 
cash, Unpaid balances are payable 
in one or two instalments, with inter- 
est at six per cent. Up to $400 worth 
of stock can be bought by paying 
one-quarter cash, and up to $1,000 
worth can be bought by paying one- 
half cash. All bona-fide farmers in 
Saskatchewan who are members of 
any agricultural society, grain grow- 
ers’ asociation, or eo-operalive asso 
ciation are eligible to thus receive as- 
sistance. During the fall season when 
stock shipments from the prairies 
are most numerous, the department 
maintains an experienced cattleman 
in Winnipeg to make purchases.

Need for Preaching of the Gospel of 
a Sound Body 


Much interest has been aroused in 
an address given before the Winnt- 
peg Ministerial association in Win- 
nipeg by Dr. Stewart Fraser, chair- 
man of the provincial board of health, 

There were three essentials to good 
citizenship, Dr. Fraser said, a good 
body, a good mind, and good moral 
ideals. 

Two out of the three requisites had 
been taken care of by the British 
people and one essential neglected. 
The same was true of the German 
peoples. They took care of and de- 
veloped two sides of their character 
and left out the third. The only 
difference is the difference of selec: 
tion as to what was worth whtile, 

“The schools are provided to take 
care of ‘the mental development, the 


moral ideals are taken care of by 
the ministers in the churches and 
Sunday schools, but ‘there has been 


no one here to preach the gospel ot 
a sound body,” Mr. Fraser said. 
The Germans, on the other hand, 
he pointed out, took care of the body 
first and foremost, and of the intel- 
lect, but they left out the moral 
ideals, which, after all, was the quan- 
tity which made of the equation a 
human one. A man with only a sound 
body to commend him was a brute. 
A man with an intellect developed 


purely as such was an iceberg, and 
a man with high moral ideals and 
highly developed intellect in an ill- 


kept body was only part efficient. 
Stress was laid on the importance 


of arousing public opinion to the fact 
that the body as the home of. the 
intellect and the ideals must be 


groomed, developed and cared for in 
order to be a suitable vehicle, The 
hody is the jewel case which holds 
the twin jewels of mind and ideals. 
and it must be suitable or else they 
can only be “jewels in the rough,” 

_ Dr. Fraser outlined the system be- 
ing followed by the provincial board 
iin sending nurses to the homes and 
to the schools in order that the child- 
ren may be reached and through 
them the mothers. | Statistics were 
not available for Manitoba so far, as 
tu death resulting from preventable 
diseases but their number . was ap- 
paling. Dr, Fraser has no sympathy 
with the old theory “of ills to which 
the flesh is heir,” but states firmly 
that practically all the ills are pre- 
ventable and that the human body 
were it not for man’s improvidence, 
“would run until worn out,.”—Winni 
peg Free Press,

Freedom For Finland 


Russian Government Aims to. Abol« 
ish Restrictions on Grand 
Duchy 

Elucidating the manifesto extends 
ing new liberty to Finland the Rus- 
sian foreign office explains that the 
aim of the present government was 
to abolish completely all the restric- 
tions which stripped the grand duchy 
of the historical rights conferred up- 
on it in 1812, In that year Finland 
became part of the Russian empire. 
All laws illegally imposed upon Fin- 
land during the reigns of Alexander 
III. and Nicholas 11. are declared 
void, 

Russian membes of the Finnish: 
senate, contrary to the constitutional 
rights of the country who had been 
appointed by the imperial govern- 
ment instead of being elected by the 
Finnish parliament, have been re- 
moved and will be replaced by Finns 
chosen according to law. Full self- 

overnment, including the right to 
initiate legislation, determine the 
revenues and expenditures of the 
country and assess taxation will rest 
exclusively in the control of the Fin 
nish legislative bodies:
